GERMAN FLYER 
ARRIVES IN N. Y. 


Flying Boat Reaches Gotham 
A fter Eight-day 
Flight. 


New York. Aug. 27 »AP>.—Achiev­ 
ing an ambition of long standing 
Captain Wolfgang von Gronau land­ 
ed in the harbor today, completing 
an eight-day flight from Germany 
during which he and his three com­ 
panions flew over the wastes of Ice­ 
land and Greenland.
